There were eight representatives present in- 
studing Mr. D. McLoughlin. President of the 
Missouri State Miner's Benevolent and 
Protective Association and John Klee 
Secre of District No. 5, 8. Cartwright 
of the Vandalia district, H. R. Yaeger of

RADICAL RECONSTRUCTION. 

The Radicals who oppose Mr. GraD- 
STONE’s scheme of home rule for Ireland 
do so on the ground that it provides for a 
too partial decentralization, while they 
advocate decentralization for all parte of 
the United Kingdom. They propose that 
gland, Wales and Scotland, as well as 


Treland, shall be provided with provincial 


autonomies, federated under the Imperial 
Parliament, all being proportionately 
represented in thelatter, which shall con- 
trol all financial and Imperial concerns, 
while all the powers of strictly local self- 
government shall be “delegated,’’ as they 
express it, to the provincial governments. 
They imagine that this would be a suc- 
cessful imitation of the American Union's 
dual system of government. But there 
would be this very important difference, 
that our local autonomies in America 
are not merely statutory governments 
with delegated powers doled out to them 
and liable to be withdrawn from them by 
@ National Legislature, but original au- 
tonomies, retaining all the powers and 
attributes of sdvereignty except such as 
they have, by their own act, divested 
themselves of and delegated to a National 
Government, strictly defined and limited 
as to allitsfuctions by a written consti- 
tution. The dual system of Germany also 
rests upon original governments that are 
not, like municipal autonomies, mere 
statutory creations. The Radical scheme 
only proposes to relieve the Imperial 
Parliament by applying city government 
methods to provinces, As England, 
Wales and Scotland do not seem to desire 
it, CHAMBERLAIN’S followers would deny 
it to Ireland also until the other pro- 
vices are ready for it. But as Ireland is 
willing, the other provinces can afford to 
humor her.

It ie a notorious fact that the railroad lobby- 
ists infested Jefferson City when the last Gen- 
eral Assembly was in session and it is equally 
as notorious that no legislation of importance 
could pass the Senate when restrictive of the 
authority of railroad companies, or remedial of 
the evils of railroad avarice. 

Qne third or the railroads of the State had 
been consolidated contrary to the plain pro- 
visions of the law,their charters had been for- 
feited if any tribunal could be found to declare 
the forfeitures, Giant pools had been formed 
to rob the country along their lines to pay 
dividends on watered stocks and interest on 
fraudulent bonds, and the quietly made oon - 
solidation sought safety by its agents in the 
lobbies of the State Senate and found what it 
sought. 

Becoming more arrogant still, taxing the 
country at will, the consolidation prepared to 
make war on ite employes on the tirst pretext 
that offered, and soon ten thousand men were 
denied a hearing, their petitionsspurned and 
their distress made the object of jest and 
ribaldry.
